HE RECORD of tmmigration
arviving ot Ellls island, New
Yorla for the year which

ended Monday s complete.
It shows a total just n little less thun
halt o milllon—408,480, to be exact, It
sxeeeded by more than 30 per cent. the
‘mmigration of the previous year nmd
there Is reason to belleve that In the
yvear to come it will be largely sur.
passed, XExperts have esthnated that
nearly a million Immigrants of all kinds
will enter the United Btates during the
calendar year 1802; an addition of one-
clghtleth to our population, largsly
crulted in Central and Southern Europe,
Of the 403,880 arrivals in the last fiscal
vear praciically one-half were Italloans,
while of the other half the majority
were Hungarvians, Foles and Hussiun
JEWH,

Most of thesé newcomers become, In
time, fuir cltizens; some become very
good citizens, Thelr children or their
grandehildren at the latest will lnrgely
be Americanlzed and accustomed to our
speech and ways of living.

A Record of Stewardship.

HERE ARE things more fm=-
portnnt  than money, but
money I8 not to he and In

not by mo#t men deenlsed,
We are golng to quote from the Wash-
Ington vorrespondence of the New York
Bun a narrativeabout money; a record
of Republlean nntional stewardship In
the efficlent conduct , of the publlio
business of the republic, It I8 somes
thing which ghould be read and pon-
dered by every voter.

YAt the end of the flseal year which
cloged June 20, the Sun article says,
“the avallable cash balance In the
IInited Stales treasury e larger than
ever before In the history of the gove
ernment, 1t stands at $208,630,022, The
excesn of recelpts over expenditures for
the year Is also very large, the treas-
ury surplus of $02,108,300 being larger
than In any year since 1858, and ex-
ceeded In only ten years since tha
foundation of the government, In
nearly every one of these ten yeurs the
revenues of the government had been
awelled by extraordinary taxation to
meet the expenditures of o past war
perlod, At thizg time, also, the genernl
fund in the treasury Is enormously
lnrger than ever before, the amount
belng more than $289,000,000 as against
about $168,000,000 one year ago.

“The Unlted States government now
has a stock of gold in the treasury be-
lleved to be larger than any elmilar
stock unywhere In the world. The
amount of gold coln, bulllon and cer-
tificates in the treasury Is $608.171.412,
Added to this is gold In clrculation
throughout the country which raises
the totanl amount to not less than §1,-
200,000,000,

“Aslde from the great Increases In
the avallable cash balance, the trens-
ury surplug and the stock of gold, the
notable things In the conditlon of the
lreasury today are that since a year
ago the amount of national bank cur-
rency In the trensury has inereased by
nearly $2,000,000; the amount of etand-
ard silver dollars, silver certificates,
bulllon and subsldinry silver coln from
whout $32,000,000 to nbout $39,000,000, and
the government funds In national bank
repogitories from $101,000,000 to $127,-
006,000,

“The lnrge nmount of the cash bal-
ance and of the treasury surplus g re-
marded by the treasury officials as the
notable from the faet that many
mitlon dollurs of revenue weore saorl-
ficed durlng the fisgcal year by the re-
peal of war taxes In the spring of 1901,
and that efforts were mmde both by
Secretnry Gage and Secretary Shaw so
1o manage the treasury administration
n# to rednce the volume of both the
cagh balanee and the surplug, A year
ago Mr. Gage, then secretary of the
treasury, predicted that the surplus for
the coming fiscal yenr would be not
less than $100,000,000, despite the fuct
that many war taxes had been repealed.
Within & few monthg, however, he set
to wark to reduce the nrospective
growth of the cagh balanee by con=-
tinuing the purchnse of government
bomds, and he muade liberal déposits of
government funds In natlonal bank de-
posltories, Secretury Bhaw  discon-
tinued the purchase of bonds soon alter
he came Into ofice, hut he in-
crensed by thirty or forty millions the
deposits In notlonal banks. Desplte
thesge measures, however, the enormouns
progperity of the country enused the
growth of the cash balunce and the
surplus to go on almost unchecked.

"1t was estimated early In 1901, at the
thme the measare for repealing the war
taxes was under conslderation by the
senate finnnes commiitee, that the pro-
posed amendments would cause o full-
Ing off In Internal revenue recelpts dur-
ing the fiscal year of not legs than §40,-
00,000, The prosperity of business has
heen such, however, that the veduction
In internul revenue recelpts for the
fiscal year has been only n little more
than $I4,000,000, The total receipts of
the government from all sources during
the last year were $5063,405,187. Of these

T owere from customs, an In-

! nr nearly $16,000,000 over the rec=

ord of the year before; $272,003,214 from

Internal revenue and $30,445040 from
miscelluneons sources,

"The Incrensed surplus for
was due, however, not so much to in-
credased revenues us to decrcased ex-
penditures, the total  disburgsements
belng $471,211,707, as agalnst $500,067 358
lust year., Owing 1o the practical ces-
sitlon of fighting In the Bhillipphtes and
the consequent less expensive adminls-
tration of the wuar department, the
military establishment called for an ex-
penditure of only about $112,000,000 dur-
Ing the last flseal year as ngninst about
SHL,000,000 4 the fscal year of 1901,
The navy department, on the olher
hand, vost ubout $5,000,000 more this
yeuar than last, bot the payvments on
noeount of interest on the natlonal debt
woere nbout $4.000,000 less, and on ne-
count of pensions about $2,000,000 loss
during the lust year.”

If the United States were o private
corporution, such management of s
affalrs as this would eary for the men
who are respongible for it the continued
contidence and esteem of It stockhold-
ers and theve would be no question of
thelr retention In office, Taxpaylng
